At a press conference held at the 
International ,Institute IThursday， 
both reluctantly answered questions 
of Chinatown and local reporters in 
Cantonese while social worker Ms， 
Yee Ling Fong translated in Eng- 
lish. For fear that publicity may ad- 
versely affeet their families in China， 
they requested that no 人 be 
taken. 

Why had they chosen to escape 
from China? Leong said that there 
Was no hope of further educatiomn for 


them。， Both had been' assigned to 


work with a production brigade 
处 0owing tice，sugar cane and pea- 
nuts soon after the Cultural Revolu- 
tion in 1968. They had just comple- 
ted the second year of junior .high 
School then. 

RESTRICTIONS 


Teong added that they wanted 
better jobs and more freedom，and 
that most youths in China today feel 
there are too many restrictions， 

“The older people don't care amd 


_can take whatever comes,” he said， 
“but for us youths，there's still a 
long way to go.” 


Both said that Communist 


thought had helped the country, but 


that because state policies were not 
always followed all the way down the 
line, those at the bottom often suf- 


_fered. They said that youth espe- 


cially were not well treated in China. 


， They described life in the ITung- 


koon district village where they had 
worked for six years. Although they 
did about the same amount of work， 


. they did not earn the same number 


of work units as the local people. 
“We lacked the technical know-how 
and skills，-said .Leong. 

There were Six students assigned 
to the village of 100 people. Leong 
Said the previous year he had earned 
an average of eight work points (the 
maximum is ten) and was allotted 60 
catties (about 75 pounds) of grain 
per month and U.9. $20 spending 
money for half a year, He explained 
that the worth of each work unit de- 
pended on how good the year's crop 
was.

Six months after 135 workers 
walked out of the Great Chinese 
American Manufacturing Com- 
pany (Jung Sai)，negotiations to 
bring the strike to an agreeable 
conclusion remain “at a stand- 
Stil].” 

That was the word last week 
from Mattie Jackson，director of 
the International Ladies Garment 
Workers Union (ILGWU)，a focal 
point in the labor dispute affect- 
ing what was once Chinatown's 
largest sewing factory.

REISCHAUER ON JAPANESE- 
AMERICAN RELATIONS

“A broad perception of the 
Japanese people is important 
for the strengthening of ties be- 
tween the :United States and 
Japan at this time,”stated Dr. 
Edwin O.， Reischauer， former 
U.S. ambassador to Japan. 

Reischauer, a professor of East 
Asian civilization at Harvard Uni- 
versity and a renowned scholar of 
Japanese history，was in San 
Francisco on January 2 as part of 
anational tour on behalf of a new 
television series,“The Japanese 
Film,”Ppremiering on KQED 
Thursday (Jan. 9) and sponsored 
by the National Endowment for 
the Humanities 

Recently returned from a two- 
month visit fo.Japan，Reischauer 
was on hand for the presidential 
Visit of Gerald Ford last Decem- 
ber and witnessed the fall of 
Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka， 
just five days after the Presi- 
dent's departure. 

At a press conference at the 
Bank of America， Reischauer 
spoke at length about the visit， 
the new government in Japan， 
andthe future ofJapanese-Amer- 
ican relations . 


Of the President's trip，Reisch- 


auer commented that“ 这 was 8a 
Very successful summit meeting.” 
DETENTE 

During the Nixon-Kissinger 
years，he asserted，the United 
States seriously undermined Ja- 
panese and Western 了 uropean 
faith by pursuing a policy of de- 
tente with Peking:.“- 

With the current impasse in the 
Middle East，Reischauer contin- 
ued，“the United States and 
Japan will have to cooperate 
more than ever to maintain &a 
favorable world environment.” 

Of the new government 耻 
Japan， he reflected，“Without 
the Watergate scandals in this 
country, what happened in Japan 
(the Tanaka resignation) would 
probably not have happened.” 

He characterized thenew prime 
mijinister，Takeo Miki，as“a fine 
man,”one who is considered the 
Mr. Clean in the Japanese public 
mind, 

Even more important, however， 
in Reischauer's view，are Miki's 
credentials and wide-ranging po- 
jitical experience.

Next spring， 
unemployment is expected to 
reach one million. And the new 
Prime minister faces a potential 
Showdowna with Japan's 1labor 
force over anticipated wage de- 
mands and strikes.

Said the chief of neurosurgery 
atKwong Wah Hospital in Kow- 
loon, the vast majority of addicts 
kicked the habit in five to six days 
after treatment with needles and 
electricity in the ears. Im U.S. 
clinics，eight to _ ten months _ are 
usually required to detoxify an 
ambulatory addict with a mini- 
mum of discomfort， 

In a_ separate follow-up study， 
Dr. Wen noted that 51 per cent 
remained off drugs one year 
later，a statistic which compares 
with a 28.5 per cent Success rate 
for methadone.

IThe problem in Hong Kong becomes acute when some Chinese pressure 
groUps started the campaign that in “Anglo-Chinese”(secondary) schools 
OUrses in the English language be offered as a second language andnot as 
the mother tongue and thatthe medium of instruction in all other Subjects 
e in Chinese instead of traditionally in English. 
An“Anglo-Chinese”school is one where the instruction in English 有 
al other subjects is given in English and through textbooks imported from 
Britain. While the students are overwhelmingly Chinese, they are taught as 


1877 when Britain planned to turn 


local born Chinese into Englishmen under yellow skin. The then colonial - 
iovernor Urged that speaking English should be promoted and that Chi- 
nese lessons Should be optional. For this reason much attention has been 
paid to the Anglo-Chinese schools rather thanto the vernacular. 
Vernacular schools give instruction in all subjects through the medium 
of Chinese langtuage and consider English as a second language which is 
tatught generally in the translation method . 

Enrollment in Anglo-Chinese schools exceeds that of the vernacular by 
the ratio of three to one，because graduates of the former can find well 
paid jobs in the government service，government schools and commercial 
iouses. Moreover, these students are better qualified to study in colleges in 
the United States，Canada，Australia and Britain. -

school complains that students” standing in this language has been getting
